.At the present moment he and 
Dr. Dougherty are the only contest­ 
ants for this party plum.

Evpi sing The Profiteers. 


Wr. Jett I^auek, economist for the 
railroad unions, believes profiteering 
can he curbed and has outlined a plan 
to that end. 
Persistent publicity of 
price gougers, he regards as effective 
becaufO the thickest-skinned of the 
gentry dislike to be classified as such, 
as shown by the alibis offered when­ 
ever the accusation is made. 
He ap­ 
proves, 4oo, of President Wilson’s sug­ 
gestion that goods entering interstate 
commenrce he stamped with the pro­ 
ducer's cost. 
He would also require 
all corporations or business houses ne- 
gaged in interstate commerce to take 
out Federal charters, and he proposes 
tin* creation of a Federal Industrial 
Commission to pass upon all reorgan­ 
izations or consolidations by such com­ 
panies, in order to scotch the present 
devious devices for concealing profits. 
Finally, he advocates a scheme of ta x ­ 
ation for confiscating the excessive 
profits made during the war and since, 
of its aspects, and its adoption in part, 
The I»auck plan is not new in any 
as an experiment would probably be 
approved by public opinion. 
The one 
proposal at which public opinion would 
doubtless balk is that of confiscation 
of excessive profits by taxation. 
And 
public opinion, we imagine, would hes­ 
itate at this method, not because of 
it is radical, or because it is unfair, 
but because of its impracticability. 
That the war profits have, in many 
instances, been squandered cannot be 
questioned. 
Many of the early profit­ 
eers have subsequently gotten back to 
their original financial status and no 
revenue collector could make them 
pay 
because the money is gone. 
It 
may be argued that those wastrels 
are 
comparatively 
few 
and 
their 
squanderings but a drop in the profit­ 
eering bucket, and possibly that is 
true. 
But what has become of the 
greater part of business earnings that 
come under the head of excess profits? 
The money has been invested in new 
ventures or in the expansion of old- 
established enterprise», and its con­ 
fiscation would mean, or m ight mean, 
the destruction of those projects. At 
such a price confiscation would be too 
expensive. 
However, 
Mr. Lauck 
is on sure 
ground when he ascribes the present 
unhappy condition of things to the 
cowardice of our politicians who have 
sinned aw'ay more than a year in do­ 
ing nothing. 
The present Congress 
has given scant evidence of any pur­ 
pose to serve the people. 
Instead 
they have looked at every question 
from the miserable angle of party 
selfishness and advantage, and the 
consequence is that the country has 
drifted towards desperate conditions 
and a perilous state of mind. 
Mr. Lauck is correct, too, in assert­ 
ing that "a new conception of indus­ 
try has been formed by labor and by 
a large part of the general public.” 
Industry was once regarded solely as 
a profit-making activity, but that con­ 
ception is obsolete. 
The “stimulus of 
profit,” it is conceded, must be retain­ 
ed, and capital and labor must be pro­ 
tected in their essential rights, but an 
indispensible requirement of industry 
in the future is that it serve the pub­ 
lic weal. 
And that definition is not 
restricted to the industrial world or 
to the business world. 
It will apply 
to public life and to the men elected 
to public office. 
In other words, pol­ 
iticians are notified that they must do 
something more than serve their par­ 
ty; they must serve the public. 
Back of that item of the Lauck pro­ 
gram stands a united and aggressive 
public opinion.— Post-Dispatch.

called a “problem." 
“ Yes, he is a brand new proposi­ 
tion," Starkey said. “ He is the prohi­ 
bition hum of days gone by. He wears 
a white collar now and has deserted 


the 'flop houses,’ " but he is the same 
old hum. sans whiskers and 1 DO-proof 
breath. 
“There is a full division of labor's 
army holding itself for boulevard du­ 
ty in this city now. 
Its members hold 
a permanent pass, which allows them 
to escape the factory whistle’s daily 
drill call, ami the only ‘taps' they 
know is the 4 a in. bright light fade 
out.

Kxpcsing The Profiteers. 


W. J e tt I*auck, economist for the 
railroad unions, believes profiteering 
can h»* curbed and has outlined a plan 
to that end. 
Persistent publicity of 
price gougers, he regarils as effective 
las-ause the thickest-skinned of the 
gentry dislike to lie classified a* such, 
as shown by the alibis offered w hen­ 
ever the accusation is made. 
He ap ­ 
proves, too, of President W ilson’s sug- 
gestion that goods entering interstate 
cominenrce he stam ped with the pro- 
ducer’s cost. 
He would also require 
all corporations or business houses ne- 
gnge»i in interstate commerce to take 
out Fo<l«-ral charters, an«l he proposes 
the creation of a Federal Industrial 
Commission to pass upon all re o rg a n ­ 
ization* or consolidations by such com ­ 
panies, in ord»r to scotch the present 
devious »levices f«»r concealing profits. 
Finally, he advocates a scheme of ta x ­ 
ation for confiscating the excessive 
profits mud*1 during the w ar and since, 
of its aspects, and its adoption in part, 
The Iwtui k plan is not new in any 
as an experim ent would probably be 
approved by public opinion. 
The one 
proposal at which public opinion would 
doubtless balk is that of confiscation 
of excessive profits by taxation. 
And 
public opinion, we imagine, wouhl hes­ 
itate at this method, not hecause of 
it is radical, or because it is unfair, 
but because »»f its im practicability. 
That the w ar profits have, in many 
instances, been squandered cannot be 
questioned. 
Many of the early profit- 
♦•« rs have subsequently gotten back to 
their original financial statu s an»! no 
revenue 
collector 
coulil make them 
pa> 
because the money is gone. 
It 
may be argue»! thut those wastrels 
are 
com paratively 
few 
and 'their 
squanderings but a »Irop in the profit­ 
eering bucket, and possibly th at is 
true. 
But what has become of the 
g reater part of business earnings that 
come under the h«*a»l of excess profits? 
The money has been invested in new’ 
ventures or in the expansion of old- 
established enterprise«, and its con­ 
fiscation would mean, or m ight mean, 
tiie destruction of those projects. At 
such a price confiscation would be too 
expensive. 
However, 
Mr. 
Lauck 
is on sure 
ground when he ascribes the present 
unhappy condition of things to the 
cowardice of our politicians who have 
sinned aw ay m ore than a year in do­ 
ing nothing. 
The present Congress 
has given scant evidence of any p u r­ 
pose to serve the people. 
Instead 
they have lo<»ked at every question 
from the m iserable angle of party 
selfishness and advantage, anil the 
consequence is that the country has 
ilrift«-«! tow anls desperate conditions 
and a perilous state of mind. 
Mr. I.auck is corr»*ct, t«M>, in a s s e rt­ 
ing that "a new conception of indus­ 
try has been formed by labor and by 
a large part of the g»-neral public.” 
Industry was once regarde«! solely as 
a profit-m aking activity, but th a t con­ 
ception is obsolete. 
The “stim ulus of 
profit,” it is conceded, m ust be reta in ­ 
ed, and capital and labor m ust be pro- 
tected in their essential rights, but an 
indispensible requirem ent of industry 
in the future is th a t it serve the pub­ 
lic weal. 
Anil th at definition is not 
restricted to the industrial world or 
to the business world. 
It will apply 
to public life and to the men elected 
to public office.
